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Iraq Showdown Gains Steam 


Bush rebuffs GOP senators’ calls for quick change in course 


WASHINGTON I Nervous Senate Republicans 
beseeched the White House without appar- 
ent success Wednesday for a quick change in 
course on Iraq as congressional Democrats 
insisted on high-profile votes calling for the 
withdrawal of U.S. troops by spring. 

Prospects for a less -sweeping, bipartisan 
challenge to President Bush suffered a set- 
back when Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., said the leading proposal has 
“less teeth than a toothless tiger.” 


Taken together, the events pointed toward 
a 10 - day period of politically charged maneu- 
vering in the Senate in which Democrats push 
for a withdrawal, the White House’s allies 
resist, and a small but growing collection of 
Republicans — most of them facing re-elec- 
tion in 2008 — is caught in the middle. 

“I’m hopeful they [White House offi- 
cials] change their minds,” said Sen. Pete 
Domenici, R-N.M. 

There was no evidence of that. Bush, one 


day after ruling out talk of 
any shift in strategy before 
fall, met at the White House 
with Sens. John McCain, 
R-Ariz., and Lindsey 
Graham, R-S.C. Both 
lawmakers emerged saying 
the administration’s troop 
buildup had produced prog- 
ress and deserved a chance to work, at least 
until Gen. David Petraeus, the top commander 
in Iraq, produces a widely anticipated report

Al-Qaeda 
Has Rebuilt 

Analysts say group 
has reached strength 
not seen since 2001 

WAS H I N GTO N I U.S. intelligence ana- 
lysts have concluded al- Qaeda has 
rebuilt its operating capability to a 
level not seen since just before the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, The Asso- 
ciated Press has learned. 

The conclusion suggests that 
the group has been able to rebuild 
despite nearly six years of bomb- 
ings, war and other tactics aimed 
at crippling it. 

A counterterrorism official famil- 
iar with a five-page summary of the 
new government threat assessment 
called it a stark appraisal that will 
be discussed at the White House on 
Thursday. 

Al-Qaeda is “considerably oper- 
ationally stronger than a year ago” 
and has “regrouped to an extent not 
seen since 2001,” the official said, 
paraphrasing the report’s conclu- 
sions. “They are showing greater 
and greater ability to plan attacks 
in Europe and the United States.” 

A senior intelligence official, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity, 
said the document has been in the 
works for roughly two years, (ap)

Bush Tells Miers to Defy Summons 


Congress may issue 
contempt citations 
against former aides 

WASHINGTON I President Bush 
ordered former counsel Harriet 
Miers to defy a congressional sum- 
mons, even as a second former aide, 
Sara Taylor, revealed new details 
Wednesday about administration 
dismissals of federal prosecutors. 

Contempt citations from Con- 
gress against both women were a 
possibility. 

House Democrats threatened to 
cite Miers if she refused to appear as 
subpoenaed for a Judiciary Commit- 
tee hearing on Thursday. The White 
House said she was immune to the 
subpoena and Bush had directed 
her not to appear, according to 
Miers’ lawyer.

Across the Capitol, meanwhile, 
former White House political direc- 
tor Sara Taylor found out what Miers 
may already have known: It’s almost 
impossible to answer some commit- 
tee questions but not others without 
breaching either the subpoena or 
Bush’s claim of executive privilege. 

Taylor, eager to exhibit a willing- 
ness to answer questions, revealed 
some details behind the firings. 

“I did not speak to the president 
about removing U.S. attorneys,” 
she said under stern questioning 
by Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt. “I did 
not attend any meetings with the 
president where that matter was 
discussed.” 

When asked more broadly 
whether Bush was involved in any 
way in the firings, Taylor said, “I 
don’t have any knowledge that he

Lady Bird Johnson Dies at Age 94 


Ex-first lady was best 
known for promoting 
conservation efforts 

AUSTIN, TEXAS I Lady Bird Johnson, 
the former first lady who champi- 
oned conservation and worked tena- 
ciously for the political career of her 
husband, Lyndon B. Johnson, died 
Wednesday, a family spokeswoman 
said. She was 94. 

Johnson, who suffered a stroke 
in 2002 that affected her ability to

speak, died at her Austin home of 
natural causes and was surrounded 
by family and friends, said spokes- 
woman Elizabeth Christian. 

As first lady, she was perhaps 
best known as the determined envi- 
ronmentalist who wanted roadside 
billboards and junkyards replaced 
with trees and wildflowers. The 
$320 million Highway Beautifi- 
cation Bill, passed in 1965, was 
known as “The Lady Bird Bill,” and 
she made speeches and lobbied Con- 
gress to win its passage. 


Johnson once turned down a 
class valedictorian’s medal because 
of her fear of public speaking, but 
she joined in every one of her hus- 
band’s campaigns. 

She said her husband “bullied, 
shoved, pushed and loved me into 
being more outgoing, more of an 
achiever. I gave him comfort, ten- 
derness and some judgment — at 
least I think I did.” 

Johnson received her nickname 
in infancy from a caretaker nurse 
who said she was as “pretty as a 
ladybird.” She disliked it, but said 
later, “I made my peace with it.”

Nixon Library Turned Over 

National Archives 
takes control of facility 
and scraps old exhibits 

YORBA LINDA, CALIF. | The private- 
ly operated Richard Nixon Library 
and Birthplace is now under federal 
control, and researchers can pore 
over documents and tapes detailing 
“the good, the bad and the ugly.” 

“This is a great day for history. 

The hallmark of this new institu- 
tion will be true acceptance and 
love for history — the good, the 
bad and the ugly,” said Timothy 
Naftali, the museum’s new federal 
director. “We are moving past the 
tribal squabble.” 

Transition to federal control ush- 
ers the black sheep of presidential 
libraries into the fold of the pres- 
tigious National Archives. 

With the stamp of the feder- 
al system on the library comes a 
major makeover for certain less- 
than-accurate exhibits. Naftali 
recently oversaw the demolition 
of the revisionist Watergate gal-

lery, including a section that said 
the scandal was a coup plotted 
by Democrats. The museum also 
told visitors that the infamous 18

“No serious historian believes 


in that,” said David Greenberg, 
a professor at Rutgers Universi- 
ty. “It’s not only not true; it’s the 
opposite of truth. There was a lot 
along those lines in the library, 
which was not a matter of inter- 
pretation, but was flat wrong, a lie.”

E R I E , P A . I A pizza deliveryman who 
robbed a bank and was killed when 
the bomb around his neck exploded 
was not a hostage — he was a con- 
spirator in the plot, federal authori- 
ties said Wednesday. 

The deliveryman, Brian Wells, 
46, had told police before the bomb 
exploded in August 2003 that he 
was an innocent victim and had 
been forced by gunmen to rob 
the bank. 

However, in the indictments 
unsealed Wednesday, Wells is 
named as a co- conspirator in the 
bizarre case. Two other people, Mar- 
jorie Diehl-Armstrong and Kenneth 
E. Barnes, are charged with bank 


robbery, conspiracy and a firearms 
count. 

Authorities said the plot was con- 
cocted so Diehl-Armstrong could pay 


someone to kill her father. 

Wells’ brother John Wells was 
outraged by the indictment. 
“Where is the evidence? There

is no evidence. You cannot link a 
man when there is no evidence,” 
John Wells said. 

Diehl-Armstrong and Barnes 
are accused of contriving a series 
of notes to make Wells appear to 
be “merely a hostage,” according 
to the indictments. 

Their plan was to get the 
money from Wells in a way that, 
if he was caught, he could claim 
he was an unwilling participant, 
authorities said in court papers.

House Approves 
Student Loan Bill 

WASHINGTON! Legislation to lower 
interest rates on student loans and 
increase aid to poor people who 
want to go to college won House 
approval on Wednesday. The leg- 
islation would raise the maximum 
Pell grant from $4,310 per year to 
$5,200 per year by 2011. The inter- 
est rate on federally subsidized loans 
for low-income and middle- class 
students would be halved under 
the newly passed legislation. The 
rate would go from 6.8 percent to 
3.4 percent over five years. The bill 
passed 273-149. (ap)

Discovery along Syrian 
border casts focus on 
flow of foreign fighters 

BAGHDAD I Iraqi security forces 
seized 200 explosive belts along 
the Syrian border Wednesday, a 
police spokesman said, reinforcing 
Baghdad’s claims that its western 
neighbor isn’t doing enough to stop 
the flow of fighters and weapons to 
al- Qaeda in Iraq. 

The belts were found during a 
search of a truck that had crossed 
into Iraq from Syria at the Waleed 
border station. Interior Minis- 
try spokesman Maj. Gen. Abdul- 
Karim Khalaf said. 

“When the truck was searched, 
200 explosives belts were found in 
it,” the general said. 

Iraqi and U.S. authorities have 


long complained that Syria is not 
doing enough to stem the flow of 
weapons and foreign fighters into 


Iraq. Syria insists it is trying to stop 
the flow but that it is impossible to 
seal off the long desert border. 


But U.S. military spokesman 
Brig. Gen. Kevin Bergner told 
reporters that 60 to 80 foreign 
fighters enter Iraq “in any given 
month” — 70 percent of them 
through Syria. He said up to 90 
percent of the suicide attacks in 
Iraq were carried out by “foreign- 
born al- Qaeda terrorists.” 

Bergner did not offer detailed 
evidence to support the claim. 

Elsewhere in Iraq Wednesday, 
insurgents drove to a house in the 
Anbar town of Karmah, locked the 
occupants inside, and blew up the 
house, Iraqi police and U.S. mili- 
tary officials said. Eleven people 
were killed. 

The house was owned by a mem- 
ber of the Provincial Security Forces 
organized to protect towns and vil- 
lages against extremists, the U.S.

AOL Settles Suit for $3M 


Internet serviee will 
reform eaneellation 
polieies to end dispute 

SAN FRANCISCO j Averting a loom- 
ing court battle over how it has been 
handling the exodus from its Inter- 
net dial-up service, AOL has agreed 
to make it easier for its remaining 
customers to leave as part of a 
$3 million settlement with 48 states 
and the District of Columbia. 

The resolution announced 
Wednesday was driven by a deluge of 
complaints from AOL customers who 
said they tried to close their accounts, 
only to be thwarted in their attempts 
or to discover they were still being 
billed for services that they thought 
had been canceled. 


The outcry triggered a multistate 
investigation that would have cul- 
minated in a lawsuit if AOL hadn’t 
agreed to ante up and to change its 
ways, said David Tiede, a deputy 
attorney general in California. 

AOL, the Internet division of 
Time Warner Inc., didn’t acknowl- 
edge any wrongdoing in the settle- 
ment. The Dulles, Va., company said 
the probe involved a tiny fraction of 
the cancellation requests that it has 
fielded through the years. 

As part of the settlement, AOL 
agreed to maintain an online chan- 
nel to process customer cancella- 
tions, which it set up last August. 
AOL had previously required cus- 
tomers to make their cancella- 
tion requests by fax, mail or tele- 
phone. 


Subscribers who phoned AOL 
to cancel their service sometimes 
were greeted by aggressive custom- 
er service representatives who were 
paid bonuses of up to $3,000 if they 
found a way to retain the business, 
according to the multistate settle- 
ment. 

The settlement requires AOL to 
issue refunds to consumers who can 
show they were still charged month- 
ly fees after trying to cancel. AOL’s 
fees currently range from $9.95 to 
$25.90 per month. 

The $3 million settlement will 
be divided among the 48 states 
and the District of Columbia to 
cover the costs of their inquiry 
into AOL’s practices and finance 
other consumer protection efforts.

Amtrak: No 
Shortening 
Trip to N.Y. 

WASHINGTON | Even if it spent 
$7 billion on track upgrades, 
Amtrak couldn’t reduce the travel 
time between Washington and New 
York to less than 2 hours, 20 min- 
utes, which is only 25 minutes less 
than the trip now takes, the com- 
pany’s president told Congress on 
Wednesday. 

The statement by Alex Kummant 
came during a presentation on the 
federally funded railroad’s capital 
needs. During the hearing, mem- 
bers of the House transportation 
committee expressed frustration 
about the lack of truly high-speed 
rail service in the U.S. 

The Washington-New York seg- 
ment takes 2 hours and 45 minutes 
onthe Acela. Investing $625 million 
in upgrades would allow Amtrak 
to reduce that time to 234 hours. 
A full overhaul, including several 
new tunnels and bridges, would cost 
$7 billion, but even that would only 
achieve a trip time of 2 hours, 20 
minutes, with an average speed of 
97 mph.

Sooners Lose Scholarships, Records 


Oklahoma peualized 
for ‘failure to mouitof 
athletes’ employmeut 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Oklahoma 
must erase its wins from the 2005 
season and will lose two scholarships 
for the 2008-09 and 2009-10 school 
years, the NCAA said Wednesday. 

The penalties stem from a case 
involving two players, including the 


Sooners’ starting quarterback, who 
were kicked off the team last August 
for being paid for 
work they had 
not performed 
at a Norman 
car dealership. 

The NCAA said 
Oklahoma was 
guilty of a “fail- Stoops 
ure to monitor” 
the employment of the players. 


Oklahoma President David 
Boren said the university will 
appeal the NCAA’s “failure to 
monitor” finding. 

Records from that season 
involving quarterback Rhett 
Bomar and offensive lineman J.D. 
Quinn must be erased, the NCAA 
said, and coach Bob Stoops’ career 
record will be amended to reflect 
the erased wins, dropping it from 
86-19 in eight seasons to 78-19. 


Oklahoma also will have two 
years of probation added to an ear- 
lier penalty, extending the Sooners’ 
probation to May 23, 2010. 

Those sanctions are in addi- 
tion to those already self-imposed 
by Oklahoma, which has banned 
athletes from working at the car 
dealership until at least the 2008- 
09 academic year and moved to pre- 
vent the athletes’ supervisor at the 
dealership.

Kiss Him, He’s Talented

is rich with optimism,

MUSIC I Young Irishman Fionn 
Regan may have titled his American 
debut “The End of History” (Lost 
Highway), but it’s likely the begin- 
ning of a long career for this literary 
inclined singer- songwriter. 

Regan’s stripped-bare songs 
often feature little more than his 
finger-picked acoustic guitar and 
an occasional cello or piano, yet 
they teem with dazzling playing 
and sprightly reflections on love 
and life. His songs reach far beyond 
folk-pop cliches with afresh attitude 
that embraces life with clear- eyed 
optimism rather than depressive 
self-pity. Even songs about turning 
points in relationships, such as the 
wondrous “Be Good or Be Gone,” 
refuse to bow to anger or pain. 

Regan has shot a video in an 
old library, and he regularly drops 
literary references into his songs: 
In “The Underwood Typewriter,” 
he pairs changing the ribbon in 


a manual typewriter to watching 
his lover undress, with both coming 
across as favored repeated activi- 
ties; and in “Put a Penny in the 
Slot,” he begins by realizing he’s 
accidentally brought home some of 
a friend’s belongings, with a book 
being chief among them, and later 
includes author Paul Auster among 


his rhymes. 

These highbrow references 
don’t come across as pompous or 
self-conscious. Instead, like many 
Irish poets before him, he’s simply 
celebrating words and introspec- 
tion as part of what’s worth cele- 
brating in a life well-lived.

British novelist Sebastian Faulks 
has written a new Bond novel to 
mark the centenary of creator Ian 
Fleming’s birth in 2008, Fleming’s 
family announced Wednesday. 

The new 007 adventure, “Devil 
May Care,” will be published May 
28 on what would have been Flem- 
ing’s 100th birthday. The Fleming 
estate said the novel is set during 
the Cold War and involves espionage

across two continents in “several of 
the world’s most thrilling cities.” 

The family announced last year 
that it had commissioned a “well- 
known and highly respected” writer 
to create a new adventure for the 
suave super spy but had kept the 


author’s identity secret. 

Speculation had centered on 
thriller writers including John 
LeCarre and Frederick Forsyth. 

Faulks, 54, is best known for 
a trilogy of novels set in France 
— “The Girl at the Lion d’Or,” the 
World War I saga “Birdsong” and 
“Charlotte Gray,” a World War II 
Resistance story that was made into 
a movie starring Cate Blanchett. 

Faulks said he was surprised but 
flattered to have been chosen. 

“I put this down to three things: 
the sense of jeopardy Fleming cre- 
ates about his solitary hero, a certain 
playfulness in the narrative details, 
and a crisp, journalistic style that 
hasn’t dated,” Faulks said. 

Faulks said his book’s style is 
“about 80 percent Fleming.” 

“I didn’t go the final distance for 
fear of straying into pastiche, but I 
strictly observed his rules of chapter 
and sentence construction. My novel 
is meant to stand in the line of Flem- 
ing’s own books, where the story is

Can American and 
British viewers watch 
the same TV shows? 

TELLY I Britain and America share the 
same language, but does that mean 
their TV programs do, too? 

Yes and no, said Garth Ancier, 
who’s well-positioned to address the 
question. After serving as program- 
ming chief at three U.S. networks, 
Ancier is in charge of BBC America, 
which delivers British Broadcasting 
Corp. shows and news to 55 million 
homes via cable and satellite. 

According to Ancier, “Hotel 
Babylon,” a drama beginning Aug. 
8 on BBC America, could be a Hol- 
lywood native. 

“With all due respect to my late 
friend, Aaron [Spelling], he could 
have made ‘Hotel Babylon,’ Ancier 
said. “It’s bright, it’s colorful, it’s sexy. 
It’s set in a hotel with beautiful people 
doing nasty things to each other. It’s 
what Aaron specialized in.” 

That’s in sharp contrast to “East- 
Enders,” an enduring soap opera that 
Ancier calls “peculiar to Britain.” 


“It’s not a particularly uplifting 
or inspirational show. It’s a very dra- 
matic serial but sort of depressing,” 
he said. “The joke around the office 
is the lesson from that show is ‘Life is 
miserable, and then you die.’” 

In contrast, American viewers 
“love escapist, uplifting products,” 
Ancier said — although he notes 
that a number of U.S.-born shows, 
“Ugly Betty” and “House” among 
them, are popular abroad. 

Ancier’s thoroughly American 
career included executive posts at 
Fox, NBC, WB and, most recently, 
the Warner Bros.-AOL broadband 
venture In2TV. 

His latest title is president of BBC 
Worldwide America, and his portfo- 
lio includes expanding the company’s 
channels and promoting Los Ange- 
les-based BBC Worldwide Produc- 
tions (“Dancing With the Stars,” the 
upcoming “Viva Laughlin”) to US. 
networks. 

His new job required a new frame 
of mind. 

“The biggest challenge is coming 
from a culture where you’ve been 
steeped in programs like “Leave It 
to Beaver.’” 

Suddenly, Ancier said, he’s in 
a world where knowledge of “Blue 
Peter,” a hit British children’s show, 
is a must. 

‘You become familiar with the top 
shows in Britain, and have to think 
about how many of those shows fit 
in the American psyche,” he said.

March’s scare leaves 
pet owners still in fear 
of buying tainted food 

These days, if pet food labels were 
books, they’d be on the best-sell- 
er list. 

For many pet owners, the big- 
gest problem used to be remem- 
bering whether the cats preferred 
the salmon flavor or the tuna. But 
since the pet food recalls in March 
— when the deaths of dogs and cats 
were blamed on pet food containing 
Chinese wheat gluten tainted with 
the chemical melamine — that’s the 
least of pet owners’ worries. 

Pet owners all over the United 
States now find themselves in the 
position of attempting to become 
instant experts on pet nutrition. 


It’s not always easy, 
but most say they believe their pets 
are better for it, and even their own 
human diets have improved with 
their new awareness. 

Take Rosalie Paoloni, a medical 
transcriptionist in Wolcott, Conn., 
with nine cats and two dogs, who 
says she’s recently changed every- 
one’s diets, with some extra 
effort. 

Paoloni is trying to buy more 
organic and locally produced 
foods for her pets and her family. 
“I will not buy the old foods again 
from the big pet food companies,” 
she says, and she is also trying to 
avoid human food produced by large 
corporations. 

For some people, their aware- 
ness level has increased but, frus- 
tratingly, their options have not. 
Rosie Glorso lives with her two 
Scottish Fold cats in Unalaska, 
Alaska, in the Aleutian Islands.

announced, “I was really upset 
because there is a very limited 
selection of cat food in my town,” 
and shipping is prohibitively expen- 
sive to a town where access is only 
possible by air or boat. 

Even those who have a wider 
choice of products may find that the 


problems don’t end there. Pets don’t 
always cooperate — cats in particular 
can be finicky and resist change. 

Pet owners say they still feel they 
often don’t have enough informa- 
tion to make good choices. 

For example, Paoloni wants to 
avoid all products made in China 
or containing ingredients from 
China. But pet foods usually don’t 
label where their ingredients come 
from. 

Jan McCartney of Toronto, 
Canada, now also thinks about 
her own food differently, and she 
is distressed by the lack of label- 
ing with it, too. “We’re looking at 
more organic food, more food that 


is grown locally,” said McCartney. 
But “too many food items are made 
in Canada. But who knows where 
they really came from?” 

The result is a world where a 
sense of security in something as 
simple as grocery shopping — or 
feeding a hungry dog — may seem 
lost long ago. 

Julie Paez, co-owner of The Big 
Bad Woof in Washington, D.C., says 
that the store’s sales of premium, nat- 
ural pet foods have gone up 20 to 30 
percent since the recalls. 

“They [customers] walk in the 
door and say, ‘What’s not going 
to kill my dog or cat?”’ Paez says.

Verizon is taking the 
next step — whether 
you know it or not 

When Henry Powderly II ordered 
Verizon Communications Inc.’s 
FiOS fiber-optic service, he knew 
he was about to be connected to the 
future of telecommunications. 

He also got unplugged from 
its past. Which meant that while 
Powderly was gaining features, he 
was losing some telecommunica- 
tions options. 

Verizon’s installer — without 
warning, Powderly says — removed 
the copper wires that used to carry 
his phone calls. For most of the 
world, copper still links homes and 
businesses, as it has for a century. 

Verizon’s new high -bandwidth 
fiber lines are fully capable of car- 
rying not only calls but also Inter- 
net data and television with room to 
grow. But once the copper is pulled, 
it’s difficult to switch back to the 


traditional phone system or less 
expensive Digital Subscriber Line 
service. And Verizon isn’t required, 
in most instances, to lease fiber to 
rival phone companies, as it is with 
the copper infrastructure. 

What’s more, anyone who owns 


Powderly ’s house in the future will 
face higher bills with FiOS than 
another home with copper. Right now, 
for instance, Verizon’s DSL plans cost 
as little as $15 a month. FiOS Inter- 
net starts at $30 a month.

Powderly, who likes the service. 

As it hooks up homes and busi- 
nesses to its fiber network, Verizon 
has been routinely disconnecting 
the copper and, many subscribers 
say, not telling them up front or giv- 
ing them a choice. More than 1 mil- 
lion customers have signed up for a 
FiOS service. 

Verizon spokesman Eric Rabe 
said customers should have been 
notified at least three times — once 
by the sales representative when FiOS 
is ordered, by the technician before 
copper is cut, and through paperwork 
given to the customer. 

The New York phone com- 
pany has made it clear its entire 
network is going to fiber- optics. 



Verizon has decided to spend 
$23 billion to make fiber available to 
18 million homes by 2010. Network 
maintenance savings could top 
$1 billion a year, Verizon said. 

“It’s a huge expense to main- 
tain those copper networks,” said 
Scott Randolph, federal regulatory 
director at Verizon. “At some point 
in time, it would not make sense to 
operate two networks.” 

Under the Telecommunications 
Act of 1996 , incumbent phone com- 
panies like Verizon must lease to 
rivals their copper network. That’s 
generally not the case for next-gener- 
ation fiber systems. And so far, Veri- 
zon has filed more than 100 notices 
with the Federal Communications 
Commission to retire portions of 
copper throughout its network. 

The FCC allows the retirement 
of copper as long as public notice is 
given so the phone companies can 
work together to ensure the small- 
er companies’ access. But rivals say 
access at reasonable prices is not 
guaranteed, and it’s just a matter 
of time before they’re cut off. 

“It’s a horrendous situation. ... 
We don’t let General Motors build 
a highway and decide what size cars 
to let on the road,” said Joe Plotkin, 
marketing director for Bway.net, a 
New York Internet provider. “The 
small guys have tried to fight this 
re -monopolization of the network 
infrastructure.” deborah yao (ap)

‘Potter’ Mania 

Editor/publisher ARTHUR LEVINE was 
online Wednesday and talked about 
his work in bringing the “Harry Potter’’ 
books to the American audienceand 
the tremendous success of the series. 

When did you and 
J.K. Rowling first 
realize the magni- 
tude of the success 
of the series? What 
triggered the realization? What 
were your reactions? 

I tbink the idea that something 
unusual was happening started 


with the auction for U.S. rights; I 
wound up paying a lot of money for 
what was then an unknown author’s 
novel. And after the auction, I called 
Jo and said, “Hey, I know there’s 
a lot of excitement about this, but 
don’t let it scare you.” 

What can you tell us about the very 
beginning of the series’ run in the 
U.S. Is it true that Scholastic bought 
the rights for only $105,000, plus 
small author residuals? 

That’s true. But to be clear: That 
figure is what’s called an “advance 
against royalties.” In typical author 
agreements, this means that when 
an author “earns back” that advance, 
they start earning additional roy- 
alties. 


How much did you “Americanize” 
the text (i.e. ,change spellings, idi- 
oms and British speech patterns)? 

Very little. Our rule of thumb is that 
we almost never change anything in 
a character’s direct speech (charac- 
ters talk the way they talk.) And we 
only query the author in instances 
where we think there will be a mis- 
understanding; this comes up more 
often when a word seems to be left 
out to American readers. It’s very 
rarely the simplistic substitution of 
a bit of British slang for an Ameri- 
can variant.

GIG: The busiest man in comics 


WRITING A NOVEL is time -consuming. 
Writing a screenplay can take up a 
good portion of your life. Penning 
a monthly comic book can occupy 
many a night. That’s nothing for 
Carey a teacher-turned-writer who 
made his name on the “Sandman” 
comic follow-up, “Lucifer.” 

But there’s more. Carey has a 
supernatural crime thriller novel, 
“The Devil You Know,” making its 
stateside debut. His screenplay, 
“Frost Flowers,” is currently in 
pre-production; he had two graph- 
ic novels come out in the past few 
months with another, “Confessions 
of a Blabbermouth,” co-written with 
his teenage daughter Louise, due 
out in September. He’s got horror 
comics like “Crossing Midnight” 
and “Faker” as well as traditional 
superheroes like “The X-Men” and 
“Ultimate Fantastic Four.” He’s set 


to land at three locations around 
the District. 

Is it difficult balancing so many dif- 
ferent projects? 

So far, it hasn’t been a problem. I 
tend to find that the more I’m doing, 
the more of an adrenaline rush I 
get. ... You get energized. Your mind 
becomes a superconductor. I’m sure 
there’s a limit to that, a point beyond 
which it starts to fall apart, but I 
haven’t hit that point yet. 

You’ve worked on two comics that 
had a very fervent fan base in 
“Lucifer” and now “X-Men.” Were 
you prepared for the challenge of 
taking on such revered titles? 

With “Sandman,” I had a certain 
amount of performance anxi- 
ety because, obviously, I was fol- 
lowing [“Sandman” writer] Neil 
Gaiman. What carried me through 
the assignment was I was a passion- 
ate “Sandman” fan. It was a fantastic 


sandbox, no pun intended, to play in 
and a fantastic opportunity. 

I had basically been writing in 
a kind of niche market up to that 
point. With “X-Men,” I came into 
the mainstream with a vengeance. 
I wasn’t really prepared for the vol- 
ume of responses that my issues 
were getting, the intensity of emo- 
tions and the loyalties that these 
characters evoke. ... It’s a wonder- 


ful thing to add bricks to a building 
that you’ve admired from afar. 

How was it working with your 
daughter? 

It was a very strange experience 
writing with Louise. I initially 
was a little bit overbearing, lean- 
ing over her shoulder saying, “You 
don’t write the art direction like 
that; you have to do this; you have

to set up your dialogue like this.” 
Finally, she had to turn around and 
to say, “Dad, we have an editor. I 
don’t need another editor — you 
have to give me my space.” I did, 
I backed off. We ended up find 
a very good modus operandi. It 
was a very fulfilling and reward- 
ing experience for both of us.

The Literati 


The Decemberists 
make an even bigger 
noise with the BSO 

MUSIC I Put together a rock band 
and an orchestra and you usu- 
ally get bombastic conceit. But 
if anyone makes music dramatic 
enough for an orchestra to play, 
it’s the Decemberists, scheduled 
to perform at Merriweather Post 
Pavilion on Saturday with the Bal- 
timore Symphony Orchestra. 

The Portland-based rock band’s 
albums careen from knockabout 
sea shanties to winsome folk 
songs, while lead singer and song- 
writer Colin Meloy draws book- 
ish sketches of sailors, soldiers and 
star-crossed lovers. It’s ambitious 
music, often accented with accor- 
dion, pedal steel guitar, bouzouki 
and violin. 

Now, the Decemberists can 


add full string, brass, woodwind 
and percussion sections to that 
list of accompaniments. 

How did a literary five -piece 
making highbrow indie -rock end 
up with a full orchestral comple- 
ment? 

This monumental last year has 
something to do with it. The band 
broke the top 40 last fall with “The 
Crane Wife,” its first album after 
signing with Capitol Records. 

Stephen Colbert dedicated an 
entire episode of “The Colbert 
Report” to a faux feud with the 
group, culminating with a guitar 
solo duel between Decemberists 
guitarist Chris Funk and rock leg- 
end Peter Frampton (standing in 
for Colbert, who feigned an injured 
finger at the last second). 

All this seems grandiose for a 
band usually described as “indie,” 
but Meloy told Express last year that 
he doesn’t think it’s fair to label the 


Decemberists with the I-word. 

“A lot of people will recognize 
that what makes a band ‘indie’ is 
that they really flourish in environ- 
ments where they work with a small- 
er budget and be able to do things

themselves,” he said. “With this band, 
our approach and our vision is to 
make big music and explore differ- 
ent instrumentation.” 

Arranging the Decemberists’ 
songs for the orchestras is L.A.- 
based composer Sean O’Loughlin, 
who has also arranged orchestras 


for Belle and Sebastian, the Cowboy 
Junkies and Nickel Creek. 

Funk said the Decemberists will 
play songs from across their library, 
with the highlight being “The Tain,” 
an 18 -minute saga adapted from an 
Irish folktale. The five-part song, 
released as an EP on the obscure 
Acuarela Discos label, will be new 
to many Decemberists fans. 

The set, fittingly for a D.C. 
audience, will also include “The 
Bagman’s Gambit,” about a feder- 
al employee who gives a spy clas- 
sified documents after a tryst “in 
a bathroom stall off the National 
Mall.” 

Funk said he’s excited to per- 
form with full orchestras — an 
opportunity most bands with their 
level of success never enjoy. 

“They’re all union musicians, 
which means most of them have 
probably never even heard of 
us,” Funk said. “They’re proba- 
bly like, ‘OK, on to the next gig, 
on to the Liza Minnelli concert.’”

St. Vincent is a 
winsome folk pixie 
with a metal core 

MUSIC I Just try not to fall in love 
with Annie Clark. She’s the song- 
writer and multi-intstrumental- 
ist behind St. Vincent, who plays 
Washington on Saturday. Waifish, 
adorable and just 23, her outsized 
resume includes stints playing 
with Polyphonic Spree and Suf- 
jan Stevens’ band. But nothing 
really prepares one for the follow- 
ing awesomeness: Her first band 
played Iron Maiden covers. 

“I played ‘The Trooper’ at my 
junior high talent show,” says Clark. 
“I could sing it to you now to prove 
it.” She does. It shreds. “I’ve got a 
prog side,” she coyly admits. 

Yes, that pitter-pat feeling in 
your chest is a wicked crush form- 
ing. 

St. Vincent’s debut album, 
“Marry Me” (well, if you insist), 
is built on Clark’s virtuosic guitar, 
keys and a voice seemingly too big 


to fit in her body. For someone who 
drops Alice Coltrane and Captain 
Beefheart as influences, she sure 


knows her way around the cata- 
logs of Burt Bacharach and Van 
Dyke Parks. 


Plus, in addition to her band, 
she uses a birdcage on stage. “Yes, 
I mean a birdcage,” she confirms. 


And also “claviettas, melodicas, 
$25 chord organs and basses you 
play with your feet.” Imagine torch 
songs assembled from fragments of 
the American avant-garde. 

Happily, all the influences 
adhere under her wry lyrical twists, 
as in the title track, which sweetly 
croons, “Marry mes, John, I’ll be so 
good to you. You won’t realize I’m 
gone.” Thanks to her buttery deliv- 
ery, some won’t realize the irony. 
Such as the guy who proposed to his 
girlfriend by joining Clark onstage 
to sing the song. 

“He had practiced the song,” says 
Clark, “but it hadn’t dawned on him 
that there were lyrics that aren’t so 
sweet. He sings ‘You won’t realize

It was also the decade when 
to be young, horny and running 
around in the woods was a capital 
offense.

Giving Thrash a Longer Reach 



Testament leads 
legions in a metal 
cult of the many 

MUSIC I “I think I’ve always been 
into underground bands,” says 
Chuck Billy, vocalist of the Bay- area 
thrash-metal band Testament. “And 
that’s what I think we are now.” 

It is no secret that underground 
metal fans are extremely loyal. Tes- 
tament fans, however, are a breed 
apart — they are often referred to 
as “Testament Legions” and will 
no doubt turn out in force for the 
band’s Jaxx appearance on Sunday 
night. And they’re ready: Shortly 
after Testament announced it had 
begun working on the follow-up to 
1999’s “The Gathering,” fans on pop- 
ular heavy- metal message boards 
began speculating about what the 
new album would sound like. 


Chances are it won’t stray too far 
from the sound of “The Gathering.” 
Despite numerous lineup changes. 
Testament’s intensity and style have 
remained consistent throughout the 


years — tight thrash-metal with 
brutal, tuned- down riffs, menacing 
leads and pulverizing drumming. 
Vocals are seldom the focal point of 
thrash-metal, a genre that thrives 


on riffs and solos, but “The Gather- 
ing” demonstrated Billy’s dynamic, 
intimidating voice and a range that 
sweeps from low growls to ominous 
melodiousness. 

With his subtle variations in 
texture and tone, Billy expands 
thrash-metal’s reach. “I always 
wait until all of the music is writ- 
ten and arranged to write my parts,” 
he says. “But sometimes I’ll try out 
some different things in the stu- 
dio by singing a note or two over 
the songs while the guys play. I’ll 
definitely be using some different 
[vocal] techniques again on the 
new album.” Hurry up, guys; the

Dancing 
For Justice 


Hugh Masekela is 
one of South Africa’s 
most valuable exports 

MUSIC I As a child, Hugh Masekela 
said his ambition was to “live inside 
the gramophone, so I could be with 
all those people in there.” 

But it wasn’t just love of music 
that made the future trumpet play- 
er, flugelhornist and singer want 
to escape reality — it was the infa- 
mous South African apartheid 
system of government that was 
first put into place in 1948, when 
Masekela was 9 years old. 

Masekela grew up to be one 
of his country’s most famous jazz 
musicians and, later, world-fusion 
pioneers, incorporating indigenous 
musical styles, such as the hypnotic 


and lilting mbaqanga, with impro- 
visation and funk. But politics was 
always at the heart of Masekela’s 
dancing jams. 

“The general fabric of thinking 
of all South Africans has always 
been protest music because we’ve 
had 400 years of war,” Masekela 
said. “In South Africa, we have 
very few songs about the weath- 
er or love.” 

But underpinning these fight 
songs were booty-friendly grooves. 
“Almost every band was a dance 
band, because dancing is a major 
part of our music,” Masekela 
said. 

“You can’t do it without danc- 
ing — even when you’re protesting. 
Dizzy [Gillespie] used to tell me, 
Man, you come from a nation of 
dancing fools. I want to be a part 



in that revolution.’” 

But Masekela’s political lean- 
ings, and the brutality of apart- 
heid, forced him into exile in the 
early 1960s. Masekela remained 
away from South Africa until 1990, 
when Nelson Mandela was released 
from prison. 

By the time apartheid ended 
in 1994, Masekela was recover- 
ing from a near lifetime of alco- 
hol and drug abuse, recharging 
his creative batteries as well as his 
business developments in order to 
invest in the new South Africa. 

One of those companies is the 
revitalization of his old record 
label, Chissa, which just licensed 
“Live at the Market Theatre,” a disc 
of greatest hits, to Times Square 
Records in the U.S. 

“A lot of money was put into 
destroying our culture and to 
impoverishing us and taking 
away our self-esteem,” Maseke- 
la said. “We have to reclaim 
ownership of our culture, of 
our dignity, of our self-esteem.”

A great mid-century 
artist gets technical 
with performance art 

F I L M I A man and a woman approach 
a tennis net; a small crowd stands at 
each end. They begin to play. 

There is something at once dis- 
turbing and loony about the game 
— or is it a performance? The male 
player looks a lot like artist Frank 
Stella. Each strike of the racket 
sounds like the deep tolling of a gong. 
At this sound, a light turns out, until 
the players are in darkness. 

That’s when it gets weird. 

The first third of “Open Score,” 
a seminal work of performance art 
by artist Robert Rauschenberg, does 
not prepare the viewer for what is 
to come. “Open Score,” presented in 
its entirety along with a documen- 
tary about the work at the National 
Academy of Sciences on Thursday, 
was one in a series of 1966 artist- 
engineer collaborations called “9 
Evenings: Theater & Engineer- 
ing.” Rauschenberg and Bell Labs 
research scientist Billy Kliiver con- 


ceived the technologically driven 
performances as a taste of the aes- 
thetic future. 

“Both of them shared their infi- 
nite possibilities and their impos- 
sibilites,” says the artist, and that 
seems to be true. The engineers dis- 
cuss their appreciation for the art- 
ists, not because they were doing 
something so strange, but because 
the “figuring out” aspect was not 
far from what tech guys do. 

One commenter speaks of the 
“unknown and unknowable ges- 
tures” made by the crowd; an 
engineer discusses how they shot 
in darkness when that technology 
existed for only the military. 

Their faith in the future and hope 
that art and technology can inform 
each other in beautiful and moving 
ways has and hasn’t been borne out, 
and to witness the conception of 
this idea is a bittersweet wonder.

The Devil 
Wore Pink 


‘Harry Potter’ star 
Imelda Staunton 
stings with a smile 

FLUFFY I Don’t be taken in by the 
pink cardigan. Or the doilies. 

As characters go, Dolores Jane 
Umbridge — the prim Hogwarts 
High Inquisitor who simpers her 
way into the Harry Potter lexicon 
in J.K. Rowling’s fifth book, “The 
Order of the Phoenix” — can out- 
Ratched Nurse Ratched. Indeed, 
Stephen King, who knows a thing 
or two about congenital evil, called 
her “the greatest make-believe vil- 


lain since Hannibal Lecter.” 

“Holy shmoley!” exclaims Imelda 
Staunton, the London-based actress 
who plays Umbridge in the movie of 
the same name. Pronouncements 
by the overlord of horror have that 
effect on people — even staid Brit- 
ish actresses of a certain age. 

A successful stage actress whose 
on-screen resume includes “Vera 
Drake,” for which she received an 
Oscar nomination, and “Shake- 
speare in Love,” Staunton first heard 
about Umbridge from a friend who 
sped through the 2003 book and 
immediately thought of Staunton 
for Hogwarts’ newest arrival.

Dispatched to the wizarding

Dumbledore and tamp down 
rumors of evil Lord Voldemort’s 
ascendancy, Umbridge is compared 


to a “large, pale toad,” with abroad, 
flabby face, little neck and a wide, 
slack mouth. Her first name, pre- 
sciently, is derived from the Latin 
word for pain. 

“I’m perfect for it, apparently,” 
Staunton deadpans. 

Then again, she could hardly say 
no: Faced with her now-13 -year- 
old daughter, who has read all of 
Rowling’s books, “my life wouldn’t 
be worth living.” 

Umbridge is a sort of Stepford 
wizard, from the delicate porcelain 
plates that hang in her relentless- 
ly pink office to the velvet bow in 
her hair, which reminds Harry of a 
fly about to be caught. But the role 
turned out to be more complex than 
Staunton first thought. 

“She’s ludicrous in so many ways, 
and yet she has to be a threat,” 
Staunton says of Umbridge, who 
is a parody of both the mindless- 
ness and the treacherousness of 
government bureaucracy. “Tread- 
ing that line between being funny 
yet complicated was difficult.”

R E D M E AT I The Prime Rib has been 
a District institution since opening 
in 197b. Laurent Tourondel’s BLT 
Steak (or Bistro Laurent Tourondel) 
is the newest go -to for carnivores. 
For now, these two steak houses are 
the city’s bookends: The Prime Rib is 
for traditionalists; BLT Steak is for 
trendsetters. Yet each has offerings 
that may hold crossover appeal. 

There’s something endearing 
about owner Buzz BeLer’s Prime 
Rib. What better spot to order an 
old-fashioned than a place that is 
genuinely retro? Patrons can get 
cozy with a date at the the half- 
moon table next to the piano, while 
a larger party can tuck into a quiet 
corner or side room. And the service 
is gracious and pampering. 

BLT Steak is a sleek, modern 
fishbowl, one of the more stylish 
dining rooms in town. The per- 
pendicular lines of the bar, the 
blackboard menu and stark pillars 
serve as a stage to see anyone from 


Warren Christopher to Ann Coulter 
to local chefs stopping in for some 
red meat. Suede banquettes, throw 
pillows and a brown-on-brown color 
scheme warm up the interior. 

Steak house devotees can likely 
recite the menu at the Prime Rib: 
clams casino ($15.95), oysters Rock- 
efeller ($16.95), prime rib ($43.95), 
steak au poivre ($36.95), crab cakes 
($34.95). But ask BeLer about potato 
skins ($7.95) and he’ll tell a tale of 
how that side originated here. 

At BLT Steak, customers can 
graze on chicken liver pate and a 
luscious, airy popover. Standout 
first courses include the lobster 
Cobb salad ($23), tuna tartare 
served on an avocado slice with soy- 
lime dressing ($16). Decadent din- 
ers may want to sample the Wagyu 
($55-$92) and Kobe ($26 an ounce). 
Sides include a smoky bacon succo- 
tash, blue cheese tater tots, grilled 
asparagus and parmesan gnocchi
